Raise.—This word is sometimes 
used in lieu of ** hoist ° when mention- 
ing that the sails of small craft, or the 
storm cone, have been hoisted. 

M.F.—There is a tendency to 
avoid the use of the word ^ ship." We 
have sailing ship and steamship, but 


when a ship is equipped with diesel 
engines she іх, frequeuthy termed 
" Motor Vessel `` (M.V.).

VOYAGE 


Machinery Working 
“Beautifully” 


NO EXCLUSIVE USE OF PROCESS 


By Our Shipbuilding Correspondent. 


The motor tanker Aurieula left the 
Tyne on her maiden voyage to Curacao 
on Saturday night, and Mr. John 
Lamb, the marine superintendent of 
her owners, the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum 
Company. Ltd., informed me yesterday 
that two reports so far received empha- 
sise that her propelling machinery is 
working “ beautifully.” Mr. Lamb 
considers that the two biggest diffi- 
culties encountered in the development 
of the use of heavy oil in a standard 
diesel engine—cylinder-liner wear and 
exhaust-valve pitting—have been over- 
come. Тһе Auvricula's engine is at pre- 
sent running at 190 r.p.m., or 5 r.p.m. 
more than her service rate on normal 
diesel fuel, and Mr. Lamb hopes to 
acquire by this means early data of the 
rate of wear. 

Speaking of the complete confidence 
that they now had iu the vessel, Mr. 
lamb said that her trials had shown 
that not only was consumption of the 
heavy oil lower than that of diesel oil. 
but that combustion efficiency was 
actually greater. This had been proved 
by an inerease of 2 r.p.m. which re- 
sulted when the fuel supply was 
switched over from diesel to heavy oil, 
and was probably accounted for by the 
better dispersion of the heavy oil be- 
fore combustion, « higher injection 
pressure causing it to spread further 
into the confines of the cylinder. There 
was a tendency, Mr. Lamb thought, 
for normal diesel fuel, for which lower 
injection pressures were used, to burn 
at the nozzle before mixing well with 
the air. 

Mr. Lamb stated that his company 
had not under immediate consideration 
the possibility of acquiring a patent 
for the process. Although the experi- 
ments had entailed an expenditure of 
£45.000, there was no intention of 
withholding the process from other 
marine engineering firms; the re- 
searches had been pursued solely to 
secure economy in the company’s 
running costs. At the same time Mr. 
Lamb mentioned that he was not in 
a position vet to divulge all the 
detailed working of the process, but he 
hoped to be ahle to read a paper deal- 
ing with this subject hefore one of the 
teclinical societies later on. 


A FURTHER EXPERIMENT 

Work was proceeding on the engines 
of a further vessel, Mr. Lamb said, to 
the same end. In this vessel diesel- 
electrie propulsion is to be used, and 
it is intended to perfect the use of 
heavy oil in the quick-running engines 
required for enrrent generation as it 
has been in the slower-rated engines of 
the Auricula. In this further vessel, 
a four-unit set of diesel generators is 
to he employed at the outset. At a 
later stage, however, one of the diesel 
engines is to be taken out and re- 
placed by а power unit of a type that 
has not hitherto heen employed for 


marine propulsion, and which is at 
present the subject of intensive re- 
search.

Rotterdam's working capacity was four 
times actual operations. "The entire 
port was showing active reconstrue- 
tion work, with considerable progress 
especially noticeable at the Rhine. 
Maas, Merwede and Waal docks. 

The average number of ships enter- 
ing the port monthly is now 350 with 
a tonnage of 450,000. and goods 
handled аге between 480.000 and 
580,000 tons.—Reuter.

AT FASLANE 


“Iron Duke” Arrives in Tow 


The shipbreaking yard which has 
been established by Metal Industries, 
Ltd.. at Faslane, the war emergency 
port on the Clyde, was inaugurated 
yesterday with the arrival there of the 
battleship Zron Duke for breaking up. 

Towed by four tugs, the fron Duke 
took four days to make the passage 
from Scapa Flow. Rounding the Mull 
of Kintyre she encountered heavy 
weather and ran into dense fog in the 
lower reaches of the Clyde. Conse- 
quently she was about 20 hours behind 
schedule when she dropped anehor yes- 
terday flying the Red Ensign. She pre- 
sented a dishevelled appearance, with 
huts built on her deck, and two of her 
15.5-1n. guns, removed from the turret, 
lying dismantled amidships. 

Built 34 years ago, the Iron Duke 
took part in the battle of Jutland in 
1916. She was hombed by the Germans 
three days after the Royal Oak was 
sunk at Seapa Flow in 1939, and was 
beached bnt subsequently refloated. 
During the greater part of the war she 
served as a depot ship, flying the flag 
of the Admiral Commanding the 
Orkneys and Shetlands, 

Next month she will be joined in the 
shipbreaking yard һу the German 
battleship Derfflinger (27.000 tons), 
which will be towed from. Scapa Flow 
to the Clyde in an inverted position. 


HULL RECONSTRUCTION 


Conference on Town Planning 
Scheme 


From Our Own Correspondent 


TULL, Monday 

Commercial aspects of new town 
planning proposals for Hull were dis- 
cussed during a conference between 
representatives of Hull Chamber of 
Commerce and Shipping and Hull Cor- 
poration at the Guildhall to-day. Mr. 
LesLie Downs, for the commercial in- 
terests, said that while there might be 
a desire to include wider issues, the 
question of the Humber was of para- 
mount importance. A number of firms 
were concerned with reconstruction 
schemes and tentative plans had been 
drawn up, but until the position was 
clarified nothing further could be done. 
A great deal of uneasiness prevailed 
because of the Corporation's decision 
to apply for compulsory purchasing 
powers in a large area of the city. That 
uncertainty was having a had effect 
and was likely to increase unemploy- 
ment, 

Mr. G. H. Last., for seg crushers 
and oil millers, asked if the report 
made by Messrs. Palmer, Rendall & 
Tritton on the improvement of the 
river had heen adopted, and Mr. D. S. 
ALLISON stressed that uncertainty was 
retarding rebuilding of warehouses. 
The views of the flour milling indus- 
try were outlined and Mr. R. Alec 
Smith dealt with the difficulties of the 
timher trade in relation to the Citadel 
Estate, adjoining the Victoria Dock, 
if the Corporation were to carry out 
their plan to utilise this storage ground 
for building flats and workers’ houses. 

Mr. W. Fexron, for shipping in- 
terests, said they wanted good ap- 
proaches to the docks, and workers’ 
houses should be adjacent to the docks 
and not in outlying districts. Mr. 
R. E. Ңноркв spoke of the wholesale 
fruit market and. in reply. Couneillor 
W. E. Bopy, chairman, Corporation 
Town Planning Committee, disclosed 
that the Corporation were in negotia- 
tion with the L.N.T.R. for the acquisi- 
tion of the railway dock as an alter- 
native site. On the intervention of 
the Lord Mayor, Couneillor H. Harri- 
son, who presided, it was agreed that 
a further conference should be con- 
vened with technical officials of the 
Corporation in reference to the river 
proposals. 


RHINE SHIPPING 


Anglo-American Commission 


According to Hamburg Radio а 
British-United States Rhine Shipping 
Commission has been set up in Duis- 
burg to regulate traffic on the Rivers 
Rhine, Main and Neckar in the two 
zones. The Conunission will also deal 
with the distribution of shipping space 
and will be maintained hy additional 
freight contributions. The French 
occupation authorities have refused to 
participate in the new Commission. 


ANGLO-NORWEGIAN WHALERS’ 
AGREEMENT 


According to the Norwegian State 
Information Service, Norwegian trade 
union leaders, headed hy Ingvald 
Haugen, chairman of the Norwegian 
Seainen’s Union, have been to Britain 
to negotiate on behalf of Norwegian 
whalers who will work on board British 
whalers during the coming season. Ав 
a result, the Norwegian delegation has 
received assurance that Norwegians 
working for British whaling companies 
will be signed on on terms at least as 
good as those which will apply for Nor- 
wegian whaling expeditions. This 
assurance will speed up the signing on 
of Norwegians for British expeditions, 
which had heen held up for a time 
owing to the uncertainty regarding 
conditions of employment. 


MANPOWER 


Decline in Unemployment 


The Ministry of Labour return of 
employment and unemployment shows 
that the number of insured persons 
registered as unemployed at July 15 
was 359,334, compared with 376,167 on 
June 17. In addition to the total for 
July 15 there were 8480 uninsured per- 
sons, including 5325 boys and girls 
under 16, who had not yet entered 
industry. 

The total working population in 
June, 1946, was 20,232,000— 14,569,000 
men and 5,663.000 women, The total 
working population is estimated to 
have decreased in June by 82,000 (men 
36,000, women 46,000). The total reduc- 
tion since June, 1945, is 1,337,000 (men 
271.000 and women 1,060,000. The 
total working population at the end of 
June, 1946, was, however, greater than 
at mid-1939 by 482,000 (men. 87,000 
fewer, and women 569,000 more). 

In the 12 months from mid-1945 to 
mid-1946 there has been a decrease of 
3,056,000 (men 2,757,000 and women 
299.000) in the numbers in the Forces 
and auxiliary services, The total stood 
nt 2,034,000 in June, The number 
employed in industry in June was 
16.974,000 compared with 16,800,000 
in May. Between mid-1939 and mid- 
1945 recruitment for the Forces, partly 
offset by substantial new intake trom 
the non-industrial sections of the 
population, reduced the numbers in 
industry hy over 1,700,000. The retire- 
ment of large numbers of men and 
women, added during the war, offset 
partly by the return of men and women 
from the Forces, led to a further reduc- 
tion of 239,000 by the end of 1945. In 
the first half of 1946, however, the 
intake from demobilisation has ex- 
ceeded net losses from other causes and 
the numbers in industry increased by 
1,004,000. Between mid-1945 and mid- 
1946, there was thus a net increase of 
765,000 (men increased by 1.603.000, 
women decreased by 888,000). The 
numbers in industry at the end of 
June, 1946, were about 946.000 below 
the numbers at mid-1939. This differ- 
ence consisted of a decrease of 1,494,000 
men, partly offset by an increase of 
548,000 in the number of women, 

The numbers employed in industry 
in June for home civilian needs and 
for export in the manufacturing indus- 
tries, together with the numbers in the 
basic industries, and in building and 


civil engineering, the distributive 
trades and other civilian services 
totalled 16.957.000, «compared with 


15,959,000 in May and 16,650,000 in 
inid-1939. Between mid-1939 and mid- 
1943 the numbers employed in this 
sector were reduced by about 4,710,000, 
or 28 per cent. There was an inerease 
of 380.000 between mid-1943 and mid- 
1945, There was a further increase of 
3,935,000 between mid-1948 and mid- 
1946, and at the latter date the num- 
ber employed in this sector was only 
abont 400,000 less than the number at 
mid-1939 (or about 700,000 below the 
normal pre-war level), Between mid- 
1939 and mid-1943 the numbers em- 
ployed on manufactures for home 
market and export were reduced by 
just over three millions, or 53 per cent. 
Between mid-1943 and mid-1945 there 
was an increase of 372,000. Between 
mid-1945 and mid-1946 there was a 
further increase of 2,900,000 and the 
total at the latter date was 271,000 
above the number at mid-1939. The 
numbers employed on manufacture for 
export increased in the 12 months mid- 
1945 to mid-1946 by 909.000, and at the 
end of June exceeded the mid-1939 
figure by 336,000 (metals and chemicals 
+ 395.000, other manufactures 
59,000). 


EAST INDIES-SINGAPORE TRADE 


Dutch Institute Permit System 


SINGAPORE, Monday 

The Dutch authorities have estab- 
lished a permit system for the export 
to Singapore of goods from the Nether- 
lands East Indies with the exception 
of native produce originating from the 
Rhio Archipelago near Singapore, it 
was announced here yesterday. Patrol 
vessels of the Netherlands Mast Indies 
Government will enforce control, an 
official Dutch notice said. The notice 
affects barter transactious at present 


suspended as a result of a recent 
Chinese allegation that the Dutch 
navy had seized 18 Chinese ships 


carrying cargoes from Sumatra and 
Java. 

In future a permit will have to be 
obtained for the export from Sumatra 
of all estate produce, including rubber, 
which, according to the Malayan 
Statistics Department, totalled 40,000 
tons in the first six months of the year. 
The notice stated that control was 
being iustituted to prevent exports 
detrimental to the general welfare of 
the conntry, to prevent the export of 
looted property. and to ensure the pay- 
ment of export dues. The Dutch 
allege that a considerable amount of 
looted machinery from estates has 
been exported from Sumatra and Java 
to Malaya. To prevent arms, ammuni- 
tion.and military uniforms from heing 
imported into the Netherlands Indies 
the Dutch Government is also insisting 
that ships must call at Rhio Archi- 
pelago en route for examination pur- 
poses.-—Reuter.

FREIGHT MARKETS 


Miscellaneous Business

THE BALTIC, Monday 

A miscellaneous business has been 
arranged in the chartering market 
over the week-end. but usnally rates 
show no alteration from those which 
have recently been ruling. No bookings 
are reported on time charter, but there 
is still а fair inquiry for vessels of 
practically апу size and for various 
classes of trading, with delivery 
Europe, Newfoundland, United States, 
the West Indies and South Africa. Tn 
the outward department tonnage has 
heen chartered for coal from Wales to 
Dakar and from Humber to Huelva, as 
well as from Rotterdam to West Italy. 

The River Plate trade remains quiet, 
although there are tentative inquiries 
for the Continent and the Mediter- 
ranean. Tonnage is also wanted for 
miscellaneous cargoes from Brazil. 

In the North American department 
the feature is the sustained demand for 
coal earriers from the Northern Range 
to the Continent, and another batch 
of United States ships have been fixed 
to Belginm for September loading on 
the basis of recent values. Charterers 
are inquiring for consecutive voyages 
from September to March to Bordeaux / 
Dunkirk Range, with full options, on 
the basis of $11.05. A medium-sized 
vessel is reported to have been fixed 
for September loading to South 
America on the basis of $19 to Rio 
Janeiro, while that figure is also indi- 
cated to Montevideo or Buenos Aires. 
Inquiries are circulating for potatoes 
in crates from St. John (N.B.) to Mar 
del Plata or Buenos Aires. There are 
inquiries for oats from Montreal to 
Rotterdam at $11.95 and to Genoa at 
$14.75. and tonnage is wanted for 
similar cargoes from Baltimore to 
Trieste. 

In other directions it is understood 
that a fixture has been arranged, sub- 
ject to licence, for phosphate from 
Casablanca to Cape Town at 40s., with 
the option of Durban. Tonnage is 
reported to he treating for rye from 
Turkey to Italy. A vessel has recently 
been chartered for salt from Port Said 
to Caleutta at 55s., and there are pro- 
spects of bookings being arranged for 
similar cargoes from Aden, although 
charterers in this trade have recently 
experienced licence difficulties. A 
handy-sized prompt ship has been 
taken for bitumen in drums from Suez 
to Split at 52s. 6d., while 32s, 6d. has 
heen paid for pyrites from Huelva to 
Hamburg or Bremen.

DEEP SEA TOWAGE 


The “Turmoil’s” Fine Series 
of Tows 


A series of tows which reflect a good 
measure of credit upon the tug that 
carried them out. the managers who 
controlled her, and those who prepared 
the tows lor the sea passages. have re- 
cently been vompleted in what must 
he almost record time, The tug is the 
Turmoil, built by Henry Robb, Ltd., 
of Leith, and engined hy the Atlas 
Diesel Company. Ltd., one of 
the famons ‘‘ Bustler " class, develop- 
ing 4000 h.p.. that did such 
exceptional work during the war 
and continue to do so. Owned by the 
Admiralty and managed by the Over- 
seas Towage and Salvage Company. 
Ltd.. the following record of her work 
shows once again that British deep-sea 
towage work, that became pre-eminent 
during the war yenrs, is still right in 
the forefront. 

On Apr. 27 of this year the Turmoil, 
under the command of Capt. E. Thomas. 
left Southampton for the Mediter- 
ranean, where a number of tows for 
Ministry of Transport account awaited 
her. АП these tows were prepared for 
the sea passages under the direc- 
tion of Captain Н, B. Mytehreest. of 
Pedder & Mylehreest, Ltd., ncting in 
his capacity of Advisor to the Director 
of Transport. and a close со- 
operation was maintained through- 
out between his representative, Captain 
de'Orfe, and the Turmoil. On the 
morning of May 17 the Turmoil con- 
nected with her first tow, the Hmpire 
Raren, of 6155 tons gross, from 
Taranto. This ship was a refrigerated 
vessel in good order, but without 
boilers that could steam her. She 
had been at anchor for so Jong that 
both her anchors had become deeply 
embedded in the mud and considerable 
difficulty was experienced in raising 
them. But by midday tug and 
tow were proceeding at a speed of 6.4 
knots — a speed that was main- 
tained so that by the evening of the 
23rd the passage ended off Genoa har- 
bonur. The next day the Empire Raven. 
was towed into the Ansaldo shipyard 
and, after only one day in port spent 
in storing and transferring the com- 
pressor and salvage gear from the 
Empire Haven to the Turmoil, the tug 
was at sea again bound for "Tunis. 
arriving there on May 28. 

On the morning of the 31st she 
sailed from Tunis for Genoa with 
the s.s. Temple Pier in tow. This 
vessel, of 4312 tons gross, lad been 
seuttled by the Germnns, raised again, 
and was covered with barnacles. There 
was no gear of any sort on board her. 
but her preparation was quickly com- 
pleted. and after a passage at an 
average speed of 6.65 knots she was 
handed over to harbour tugs off Genoa 
Again the next day was speut in traus- 
ferring salvage gear from the tow. and 
then the Turmoil sailed for Toulon, 
where the Mary Mazout, a coaster con- 
verted to an 01] barge, awaited towage 
to Algiers, One day had to be given to 
preparation of the towage gear on 
board the Mary Mazout, and at 13 00 
on June 8 tug aud tow were under 
way steaming at over 8 knots, main- 
taining this speed until the tow was 
handed over to harbour tugs on the 
afternoon of the 10th. The moment 
she was free of the tow the Turmoil 
proceeded to Gibraltar, 


A SEVERE TEST 

At Gibraltar the Empire Haven, of 
6832 tons gross, waited. This tow 
required careful preparation, She had 
heen torpedoed, and she was leaving 
the sheltered waters of the Mediterra- 
nean behind. Longitudinal stiffeners 
had been fitted to bottom plating, shell 
plating and deck plating in way of the 
damage. mock framing and screen 
plating fitted in way of the hole, boiler 
seatings and securings made firm, and 
many other items of temporary repair 
carried out before she was ready {or 
the passage. On the morning of June 
18 the Turmoil with Empire Haven. in 
tow sailed from Gibraltar for Ше Tyne. 
A gale and heavy sea greeted them on 
the second day so that the speed 
quickly dropped to three knots, On 
the next day the log books recorded an 
average speed of 2.4 knots with tug 
and tow heavily rolling, pitching and 
sheering. On the next day the speed 
increased slightly to 2.6 and on the 
fifth day it was up to 4.9 with the 
weather improving, so that the Empire 
Haven began to ride more easily, 
though the tug continued to roll and 
Murch heavily. The worst was over, and 
after these thrfe days’ severe test it 
was found that the temporary repairs 
and stiffening of the tow had not 
suffered. With steadily improving con- 
ditions the speed rose slowly so that by 
the time St. Catherine's was abeam it 
was 6.3 knots. At noon on July 1 the 
passage of 1636 miles ended in the 
Tyne. 

But the Turmoil did not rest for 
long. On the morning of July 7, 
assisted by the Empire Aid, a tug of 
1200 h.p.. also managed by the Over- 
seas Towage & Salvage Company, Ltd., 
she sailed for Portsmouth towing the 
aircraft carrier H.M.S. Leviathan. 
This time an average speed of 8.5 knots 
was maintained to the Solent, where 
the Leviathan was handed over to five 
naval tngs, and the two ocean tugs 
proceeded to Southampton to bunker 
and store. Two days later they left for 
the Tyne once again, where another 
aircraft carrier. H.M.S. Hercules, was 
taken in tow for the Clyde. Through the 


-| Pentland Race around the north of 


Scotland, the passage was made at ап 


\ average speed of 7.27 knots, ending at 


Custom House Wharf, Greenock. As 
an indieation of the dimensions of these 
craft, they are much the same as the 
Colossus recently handed over to the 
French Navy on loan for five years. 

A summary of these tows gives some 
notable figures, for between Apr. 27 
and July 22 the Turmoil steamed 8497 
miles, Of these, 5127 were with heavy 
tows and 3370 when light. Not once 
was there the slightest breakdown or 
delay due to the tug, an example that 
proves once again the pre-eminence to 
which British deep-sea, long-range 
towing has arisen in the last few years, 
Skilled seamanship and expert pre- 
paration of the tows combined to com- 
plete this work rapidly and successfully.

Ata Birkenhead reinstatement court 
to-day. John James Tisdall, of Waller 
Street, Bootle, applied tor reinstate- 
ment with the Sunderland Forge & 
Engineering Company, Ltd., as an elec- 
trician. Prior to serving in the R.A.F. 
and Royal Navy he was employed by 
the firm from September, 1939, to 
February, 1945.

SHANGHAI, Monday 

The Central Bank of China to-day 
fixed the exchange rate on the United 
States dollar at 3850 Chinese national 
dollars to one United States dollar.

From Our Own Correspondents 
CARDIFF 


The scarcity of supplies avaiiable for 
early delivery remains acute and busi- 
ness on the steam coal market is still 
strictly limited. There is active 
demand from home industrial users. 
many of whom are anxious to lay iu 
some stocks. Collieries, however, con- 
tinue to be almost completely engaged 
on maintaining supplies for inland 
trade under existing bookings. "There 
is consequently still nothing but the 
poorest kinds obtainable for export; 
even these are strictly checked by 
quotas, and future prospects seem very 
uncertain. 


SWANSEA 


Further orders for anthracites are 
freely encountered, but only very little 
fresh business has been concluded 
owing to the scarcity of supplies. The 
whole of the middle-sized broken coals 
are still keenly sought by home con- 
sumers, whose requirements are much 
beyond existing outputs, and 
foreign transactions are out of 
the question, Washed peas are 
becoming more difficult to secure 
as in addition to the far better 
inland requests there are demands for 
oceasional cargoes for Canada. Steam 
coals, almost without exception, are 
quite busily engaged as public services 
are accounting for most of the lead- 
ing classes. 


NEWCASTLE 
The week opened with widespread 
inquiries for all grades of coal, but 
with supplies much below market re- 
quirements priority consumers had first 
cal, and prompt delivery in this sec- 
tion was by no means easy. Official 
cargoes for abroad were few and there 
was no supplies for free export. 


HULL 
There is no slackening in the demand 
for fuel. It is obvious that supplies 
will remain very short for some time to 


come, and collieries are unable to enter 
into further obligations at present.

U.S. CUSTOMS DUTY ON BRITISH 
IMPORTS 


Value Not to Include Purchase Tax 
NEW YORK, Monday 


American firms importing goods from 
Britain may be able to claim refunds 
of $2,000,000 (£500,000) or more under 
a reported decision of the United 
States Treasury Department, which, 
according to foreign trade circles here, 
has ruled that British purchase tax 
will no longer be reckoned as part of 
the dutiable value of goods. Leading 
importers say that this change will save 
millions to United States consumers, 
which will be translated into increased 
purchases.—Reuter.
